Saudi Market Update 

• TASI closed 0.5% lower to 7,865 while NOMUC declined 0.1% to 
16,146 on Sunday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 5.1 bn and 
averaged SAR 10.1 bn over the last 30 days. The five most active 
stocks (by value) in TASI accounted for 15.8% of the daily traded 
value. 

• MSCI Emerging Markets was closed for trading on Sunday. 

• Banks and Materials declined 0.8% and 0.7%, respectively. 
Telecom closed 0.7% higher. Insurance (up 1.1%), was the best 
performing sector. Among stocks, Wafrah for Industry and 
Development Co. (2100/FPCO AB), Anaam International Holding 
Group Co. (4061/ANAAM AB), and Arabian Shield Cooperative 
Insurance Co. (8070/SHIELD AB), led the gainers. 

• According to the Saudi Arabian Monetary Authority (SAMA), 
point-of-sale (POS) transactions in KSA saw a 34% Y/Y rise to 
around SAR 33.2bn (USD 8.9bn) in September 2020 from SAR 
24.8bn (USD 6.6bn) during the same month last year. Data 
showed that 292 million transactions were processed through 
nearly 614,300 points-of-sales in shopping malls, retail stores, 
and pharmacies. (Source: Argaam) 

• Leejam Sports Co. (1830/LEEJAM AB) reported net loss after 
Zakat and tax of SAR 58.2mn (USD 15.5mn) for 9M20, versus net 
profit of SAR 138mn (USD 36.8mn) in year-earlier period, driven 
by SAR 245.3mn (USD 65.4mn) lower revenue, higher costs, 
decreased memberships revenue and higher marketing 
expenses. (Source: Argaam) 

• According to Saudi Paper Manufacturing Co. (2300/SPM AB)'s 
CEO, the company held a market share of 30% in 3Q20, or 8,500 
tons monthly, of the local market size, which is estimated at 
nearly 33,000 tons per month of tissue paper rolls. (Source: 
Argaam) 

• Najran Cement Co. (3002/NAJRAN AB) expects to complete its 
limited liability specialized transportation company and obtain 
final license by December 31, 2020. The company has previously 
completed the setup of the subsidiary and obtained the initial 
license to practice the activity from the Public Transport 
Authority. (Source: Argaam) 

• The Qassim Cement Co. (3040/QACCO)'s BoD recommended a 
cash dividend of SAR 1.25 per share for 3Q20, implying a full- 
year yield of 5.9%. (Source: Argaam)

GCC & Global Markets Update 

• Global markets were closed for trading on Sunday. 

• Asian markets are trading mixed on Monday. China is trading 
0.1% lower, while Japan and South Korea are trading 1.4% and 
1.1% higher, respectively. Hong Kong is up 0.9%, while India is 
down 0.5%, in the morning session. 

• GCC markets ended in the red on Sunday. Dubai and Abu Dhabi 
declined 1.6% and 0.5%, respectively. Kuwait and Qatar closed 
1.0% and 0.5% lower, respectively. Oman and Bahrain decreased 
0.2% and 0.1%, respectively. 

• According to reports, the UAE cabinet has approved the federal 
budget of AED 58bn (SAR 59.2bn) for the fiscal year 2021, in a 
sign that the country is curbing expenditure amid the 
coronavirus crisis and lower oil prices. (Source: Trade Arabia) 

• The value of the UAE's remittances reached USD 44.96bn (SAR 
168bn) in 2019, accounting for 10.7% of the gross domestic 
product (GDP). The UAE's remittances declined by around 2.4% 
last year, compared to USD 46.1 bn (SAR 173bn) in 2018. (Source: 
Trade Arabia) 

• According to the Airports Council International (ACI), the Middle 
East recorded a decline of 90.3% in air passenger traffic during 
August 2020 compared to 2019 as the pandemic continued to 
have a dramatic impact on global traffic during the ordinarily 
busy summer peak. (Source: Trade Arabia) 

• Dubai Electricity & Water Authority (Dewa) plans to invest AED 
86bn (SAR 87.8bn) in the energy sector over the next five years. 
Dewa has attracted investments around AED 40 billion from the 
Independent Power Producer (IPP) model, which strengthens 
public-private partnerships. (Source: Trade Arabia) 

• UAE's Etihad Airways has issued a USD 600mn (SAR 2.2bn) sukuk 
which is linked to its carbon reduction targets. The airline has 
committed to net zero carbon emissions by 2050 and a 50% 
reduction in net emissions by 2035. It is also aiming to achieve a 
20%v reduction in emissions intensity in its passenger fleet by 
2025. (Source: Trade Arabia)
